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WASHINGTON (UPI) - His energy 
program in tatters in Congress, Presi­ 
dent Carter publicly flogged the oil and 
gas industry today and urged consumers 
to join the war against what he called 
“the biggest ripoff in energy history.” 


“The oil companies apparently want it 
all,” a grim-faced Carter told a televised 
news conference. “We are talking about 
enormous amounts of money.” 


“I hope the American people will join 
with me” in his fight as energy legisla­ 
tion heads for a crucial showdown among 
House-Senate negotiators, he said. And 
he indicated he feels industry pressure 
has had strong influence over Senate 
decimation of his plan to hold down 
prices and increase supplies. 


“As in the case of war, there is poten­ 
tial war profiteering in the energy 
process ... this could result in the biggest 
ripoff in energy history,” Carter said. 


The president also touched on the 
Panama Canal, steel prices, unemploy­ 
ment and his upcoming tax cut proposal 
But the central issue was energy and 
the rising prices which Americans are 
paying to run their automobiles, heat and 
cool their homes and light their way. 
“The question is. who will profit from 
these prices and to what degree?” 
Carter asked in a strong opening state­ 
ment. 
His package, he said, “assures 
that the American people will not be rob­ 
bed,” while at the same time providing 
adequate incentives for domestic oil and 
gas exploration. 


“But the oil companies apparently 
want it all,” he said. And later he noted 
that big oil companies already own 50 
per cent of the nation’s uranium industry 
and are heavily invested in coal com­ 
panies. 
He said he had not decided yet on 
whether divestiture should be forced on 
oil companies by the government. 
Carter, who makes a two-day visit to 
the Midwest and West later this month, 
hopes to bring strong public pressure on 
the House-Senate conference committee 
which must thrash out a compromise on 
energy. 


The House earlier voted down the ad­ 
ministration’s proposed gasoline tax in­ 
crease but passed most of the other 
Carter proposals with considerable 
modification The Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee has defeated his gasoline tax in­ 
crease, his proposed domestic crude oil 
tax and the tax on industrial use of oil 
and gas. 


“We believe in the free enterprise 
system,” Carter assured the oil and gas 
companies today. But he also noted that 
the oil and gas system is on the fringes of 
free enterprise because of heavy in­ 
fluence by foreign production and im­ 
ports. 


On the matter of rising domestic steel 
prices and a parallel slump in their 
stocks, Carter said he was not yet con­ 
vinced that a simple reduction in com­ 
petition imports would solve all of the 
problems.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A group of 
legislators and four state attorney 
generals today filed suit in the Supreme 
Court against President Carter and 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance over the 
disputed Panama Canal treaties. 
Sen. James McClure, R-Idaho, said the 
lawmakers are asking the court to up­ 
hold what they consider to be the “ex­ 
clusive right” of Congress to dispose of 
federal property under Article IV of the 
Constitution. 


They dispute the right of the executive 
branch to enter into negotiations with 
Panama independent of Congress and 
transfer the canal to Panama by treaty 
without a vote by both the House and 
Senate. 
“Because of recent statements,” Mc­ 
Clure said, “I am not satisfied the House 
will have a voice in this question.” 
"I regret the necessity of this lawsuit, 
but I feel it my duty to see that the presi­ 
dent abide by the provisions of the Con­ 
stitution,” McClure said in announcing 
the action. 


Joining him were Sens. Jesse Helms, 
R-N.C., Strom Thurmond, R-S.C., Orrin 
Hatch, R-Utah, Rep. Daniel Flood, D- 
Pa., and the top law officers of Iowa, 
Louisiana, Idaho, and Nebraska. 
As the court action was announced on 
Capitol Hill, Carter was telling a news 
conference that he will meet Friday with 
Brig. Gen. Omar Torrijos, the Panama­ 
nian leader “to make sure that we have a 
common agreement on what the treaty 
means” as regards the right of U.S. in­ 
tervention if the canal is threatened, and 
priority passage of U.S. warships in 
times of crisis. 
“It may be necessary after he and I 
discuss the situation to issue some kind 
of clarifying statement,” he said. “I 
think the clarification is crucial. A writ­ 
ten agreement or a modification of the 
treaty may or may not be necessary. I 
don’t think we need to modify the treaty 
itself.” 
“Both Gen. Torrijos and I are faced 
with a difficult political problem ... to 
sell the same product in two different 
markets,” Carter said.

Court deliberates 
debated Bakke case 


SYRWCD vows to 
defend water rights 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 
Court today shifted its dramatic 
“reverse discrimination” case from 
heated courtroom arguments to the 
isolation of a walnut-paneled conference 
room and the quiet chambers of the nine 
justices. 


Months may elapse before the court 
answers the crucial question . Can state 
professional schools consider the race of 
applicants in an effort to compensate 
minorities for past wrongs? 


And the more specific question: Was 
the California Supreme Court right in 
ordering Allan Bakke, a 37-year-old 
white man, admitted to the University of 
California’s Medical School at Davis? 


Bakke sued on the ground only his race 
kept him out, since the university 
reserved for disadvantaged minorities 16 
of the 100 slots for beginning students. 
The justices will discuss the case in a 
private conference Friday with no one 
else present. Some observers have com­ 
pared the lawsuit to the landmark 1954 
school desegregation case Brown vs. the 
Board of Education. That one was dis­ 
cussed at many conferences before an 
opinion took shape. 
Each justice writes an opinion and 
these drafts are circulated to each of the 
nine. 
In nearly two hours of arguments 
Wednesday, lawyers for both Bakke and 
the university claimed the facts in the 
case were crucial. Both relied on the 
same facts to win. 
Questioning from the bench tends 
toward sharpness and Wednesday was no 
exception for Professor Archibald Cox of 
Harvard, who represented the univer­ 
sity; Reynold Colvin of San Francisco, 
attorney for Bakke; and U.S. Solicitor 
General Wade McCree, who spoke for 
the Carter administration. 
Chief Justice Warren Burger asked if 
there was any evidence that medical 
school had excluded minorities in past 
years 
Answering the chief justice, McCree 
said there was no evidence of improper 


exclusions but the court must be aware 
of much discrimination in California, for 
instance in the public schools of Los 
Angeles, Pasadena and San Francisco 
McCree joined Cox in asking that the 
California court be reversed 
Cox rejected the term “quota” сиг even 
“target” to describe the University of 
California’s plan. He said “there is no 
racially blind method” that will bring in 
more than a trickle of students from 
minorities, who for generations have 
been “shut out of the most satisfying 
aspects of American life.” 
Colvin told the court Bakke has not 
posed as a symbol or representative of 
any group, but sued only to get himself 
admitted to medical school. 
“His position is that his right is not to 
be discriminated against by reason of his 
race.” the lawyer said.

A spokesman for the Santa Ynez River 
Water Conservation District, last night, 
predicted alleged efforts by the south 
coast to dip unfairly into waters of the 
Santa Ynez River would fail and that the 
district was prepared to defend its 
historic water rights. 


That stem warning was delivered to an 
audience at Santa Barbara City College 
by Stanley C Hatch, legal counsel for the 
water district Hatch spoke as one of 
four panelists on a program billed 
“Water Crisis Update.” Also speaking 
were Ruth Pokrass, a Santa Barbara 
realty figure; Mary Looker, former 
member of the county planning commis­ 
sion and now a member of the Coastal 
Commission; and Robert E. Goodwin, 
legal counsel for the Goleta County 
Water District. 


Hatch said he wanted to provide “a 
view from the other side of the moun­ 
tains.” Then he outlined the history of 
county water problems, noting the semi- 
arid character of the climate and that as 
early as 1888, “the south coast residents 
did what they have continuously done 
over the years as they ran out of water : 
they looked over the mountains to the 
Santa Ynez River. In biblical terms, they 
coveted their neighbor’s water.” 


Earlier, Pokrass and Looker spoke of 
the adverse economic impacts that had 
hit the south coast because of water 
shortages 


When Hatch came on he warned that 
the supply of water in the Santa Ynez 
River “is now a diminishing supply for 
the coastal plain.” 


These were the strongest public ut­ 
terances by Hatch and they were signifi­ 
cant because details of his remarks were 
approved in advance by the five-member 
board of directors of the Santa Ynez 
River Water Conservation District. 


“ ...the Santa Ynez-Lompoc area 
looked with dismay when some of the 
water purveyors in the south coast first 
exceeded their water supply and then 
to take steps to avoid 


plementation of their supply from a 
source other than the Santa Ynez River. 
This meant only one thing to the area: 
that in the absence of an adequate alter­ 
nate supply to meet the county’s needs 
for the next 30 or so years, the water- 
short entities on the south coast will, of 
necessity, and as usual, return once 
again to the Santa Ynez River in an at­ 
tempt to slake their thirst.” 


Hatch said the efforts would fail, and 
declared “ such m oves would be 
countered by invoking the legal protec­ 
tions that exist in abundance and the 
result would be years of expensive con­ 
flict, litigation and, ultimately, severe 
water shortages on the coastal plain.” 


Goodwin called Hatch’s offer of 
“cautious cooperation” to help solve 
south c o a s t w a t e r p r o b le m s , 
“blackmail.” He described Hatch as 
someone “who wanted to hit the ball and 
go home.” Later, Goodwin predicted 
that there would be no election in 
November 1978 on the question of state 
water importation, as had been an­ 
nounced by the county. In his brief 
speech, Goodwin frequently castigated 
the culpability of “lawyers, bureaucrats 
and politicians” for causing the water 
problems. 


Goodwin said the south coast had the 
alternatives of state water, wastewater 
reclamation, conjunctive use and other 
sources which he didn’t elaborate on. 
Goodwin defended the current 
moratoriums in the south coast on water 
hookups and cited legal precedent for 
such controls 


Later, he would not spell out in more 
detail the current thinking by the Goleta 
County Water District on water shor­ 
tages and supplemental water. Goodwin 
said, although he represented the dis­ 
trict, he spoke for himself at that mo­ 
ment.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden (UPI) - The 
1977 Nobel prize for medicine was 
awarded today to three American doc­ 
tors for their research in the field of hor­ 
mones. 
The Swedish Caroline Institute gave 
the award to Dr. Rosalyn Yalow of the 
Veterans Administration Hospital in 
New York City; Dr. Roger Guillemin of 
The Salk Institute tn San Diego, Calif., 
and Dr. Andrew V. Schally of the 
Veterans Administration Hospital in 
New Orleans, La. 
The prize was divided, with one half 
awarded jointly to Drs. Guillemin and 
Schally “for their discoveries concern­ 
ing the peptide hormone production of 
the brain,” and the other half to Dr. 
Yalow “for the development of radioim­ 
munoassays of peptide hormones.” 
The Institute said Dr. Yalow and her 
co-workers “directed diabetes research 
into new tracks and gave it a new dimen­ 
sion. This was pioneering work at the 
highest level. It had enormous impact. 
“We were witnessing the birth of a 
new era in endocrinology, one that 
started with Yalow. 
This modem en­ 
docrinology continues to develop and 
gives us continuously new outlooks on 
the causes and nature of diseases within 
the whole spectrum of medicine.” 
The Institute’s citation continued: 
“Guillemin’s and Schally’s discoveries 
laid the foundations to modern 
hypothalmic research. The experiences 
from their animal research was rapidly 
transferred to humans and brought into 
clinical work. 
“Several new peptides were isolated 
from the hypothalamus, the foremost 
one probably being the first inhibitor of 
pituitary function, somatostatin, which 
decreases 
the production of pituitary 
growth hormone.” 
The institute’s citation concluded: 
“The important discoveries by the 1977 
Nobel laureates in medicine has led to a 
formidable development of their own 
fields of research. 
“Further, they have opened new vistas 
within biological and medical research 
far outside the borders of their own 
spheres of interest.” 
Peptide hormones are made up of 
basic building blocks called amino acids. 
These are the basic units from which all 
proteins in the body are constructed. 
The linkage of amino acids to one 
another is called a peptide bond and 
amino acids linked in this fashion are 
called peptides. 
Dr. Yalow, 56, is a native of New York. 
She is married and has two children. Dr. 
Guillemin, 53, was born in Dijon, 
France, but is an American citizen. He 
is married and and has six children. Dr 
Schally, 50, a native of Wilno, Poland, is 
married, has two children and is also an 
American citizen. 
Dr. Yalow, who has spent more than 20 
years on her work to measure with ac­ 
curacy concentrations of biologically ac­ 
tive substances, went home to tell her 25- 
year-old son Benjamin the news. 
Yalow said his mother, who quickly 
returned to her office at the VA hospital, 
"seemed thrilled.” 
“It’s just beginning to hit me. I hate to 
say she deserves it. 
You can’t say 
somebody deserves something like this, 
but she deserves it,” he said. 
The medicine prize — the fifth of six 
Nobel awards to be announced so far this 
year — carries a cash award of $146,000. 
The medicine prise has been bestowed 
jointly 36 times since the awards were 
first given in 1901. 
The Royal Academy of Sciences Tues­ 


day awarded the Nobel chemistry prize 
to Prof. Ilya Prigogine of the Brussels 
Free University and the University of 
Texas for his work in thermodynamics. 


The Royal Academy divided the 
physics prize among Sir Nevill Mott, 
emeritus professor of physics at 
Cambridge University in Cambridge 
England; Prof. John H. van Vleck of 
Harvard University, and Dr. Philip W. 
Anderson of Princeton University and 
the Bell Telephone Laboratories in 
Murray Hill, N.J., for their work in 
magnetic physics. 


Only one more 
shuttle orbiter 
test remaining 


EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE, Calif 
(UPI) — The space shuttle Enterprise 
performed so well in its most important 
test, a 330-mile-an-hour dive toward the 
desert in a rehearsal for a speceship’s 
blistering return from orbit, that only 
one more test flight will be flown. 


“The flight today went better than 
most of us expected,” former astronaut 
Donald “Deke” Slayton, the project 
manager, said Wednesday. 
“It was the most important flight,” he 
told a news conference, and was such a 
success there will be only one more test 
instead of the scheduled three. 
The Enterprise, which has no engines 
of its own yet, was carried aloft for Jie 
fourth time atop a strengthened Boeing 
747. 
It was the first flight without a 
plastic tailcone that gave the shuttle or­ 
biter more aerodynamic stability, mak­ 
ing it less difficult to fly. 
The shuttle jokingly has been called “a 
flying rock” and “ winged brick” 
because its design — basically, a 
spaceship capable of landing like an air­ 
plane - gives it less “lift” than conven­ 
tional aircraft, especially in a powerless 
glide. 
It was cast loose by explosive bolts at 
20,536 feet, and tilted into the steep dive 
that brought it to a landing on a dry lake 
bed in the Mojave desert in only 2 
minutes, 40 seconds. 
Its landing glide path was 22 degrees, 
compared to a maximum 11 degrees in 
previous tests, and at one point the craft 
was in a 25 degree dive. By comparison, 
a commercial jetliner normally des­ 
cends at about three degrees. 
The 75-ton Enterprise nit a maximum 
speed of 330 m.p.h. and landed going 212 
m.p.h., about what “a high performance 
jet fighter’’ would do, a NASA 
spokesman said. 
One of the craft’s two pilots, astronaut 
Richard Truly, said the flight “went aw­ 
fully fast and I don’t remember hardly 
half of it. 
“We didn’t have any problems with the 
airplane ... It flies well.” 
The major difference from previous 
test flights, said the other pilot, Joe 
Engle, was the absence of the tailcone, 
“causing us to come down a lot faster.” 
The Enterprise braked to a halt within 
5,000 feet of touchdown, instead of the 
projected 9,000 feet, showing it can be 
landed on a regular airstrip runway on 
its final test flight Oct. 26, instead of on 
the desert. 
Then it will be shipped to Huntsville. 
Ala., for testing, before it is rocketed 
into space for the first time in March 
1979.

County Formation Committee 
convenes in Santa Barbara 


By DICK PRAUL 
The first session of the Los Padres County 
Formation Committee - charged with drawing 
up a report on findings on a proposal to split 
Santa Barbara County — convened Wednesday 
in Santa Barbara with 44-year-old John Flynn, 
former chairman of the Ventura County Board 
of Supervisors named as chairman. 
Flynn, now instructional services director at 
Oxnard College, is the out-of-county represen­ 
tative on the five-member commission named 
by Gov. Brown, and was judged by other com­ 
missioners to be an ideal choice as chairperson 
due not only to his seemingly highly neutral 
position, but because of his governmental ex­ 
perience and familiarity with both North and 
South County areas. 
Flynn vowed the commission “will come up 
with a report that lays the facts on the table so 
the citizens can make intelligent decisions at the 
polls." He viewed the commission as ‘‘highly 
able and neutral." 
In other actions, the commission of three men 
and two women: 
— Named Helen Pedotti, who resides on the 
family cattle ranch west of Las Cruces vice­ 
chairperson. 
Mrs. Pedotti, along with Mark 
Durley, retired Claremont College instructor 
and ranch manager in Santa Maria area, was 
named from the proposed new county area to the 
commission. 
— Agreed to meet weekly initially, and to hold 
the next meeting next Wednesday at 3:30 p.m. in 
Santa Maria, with City Hall seen as the 
preferable site. 
— Decided that an executive secretary will be 
hired as soon as possible to carry out the 
numerous staff duties seen needed from the out­ 
set, with consultants to be engaged at some later 
time to help draw up findings. 
— Agreed to start off in a somewhat deliberate 
and careful fashion because of the highly respon­ 
sible task ahead, and also in view of caution ex­ 
pressed by Thomas H. Dederer, Gov. Brown's 
representative from the State Planning and 
Research Office. 
Dederer told the commis­ 
sioners, who will receive up to $50 per meeting, 
that the Legislature has only appropriated 
$100,000 for the current year to finance such 
studies, and for the time being the Santa Bar­ 
bara County commission would have to share 
this appropriation with two other commissions 
in the state engaged in similar studies. Lederer 
said further state funds could be voted early 
next year. 
— The commission comprised of Flynn, Mrs. 
Pedotti, Durley, and South County members 
Mary K. Wright and John Kay, could return 
their findings — as a guide to voters — in time to 
have the proposal go on the county ballot 
presumably either next June or in November, 
1978. The commission has a maximum period of 
180 days to wind up with findings, but Lederer 
said it could ask for an additional 180 days if it 
ran into difficulties and chose an extension. 
Convening of the five commissioners, who had 
not met one another before since their appoint­ 
ment late in September, drew a sparse audience 
in the hearing room of the County Planning 
Commission. 
Board of Supervisors Chairman Harrell 
Fletcher, of Santa Maria, was on hand with his 
staff aide. Larry Lavagnino. Fletcher promised 
full cooperation of county supervisors and staff, 
and his Fifth District office. 
County Auditor-ControUer William P a n « » 


said he felt it would be necessary for the com­ 
mission to have an updated report of the county 
split feasibility study conducted by his predeces­ 
sor, Paul Floyd. The principal findings of this 
report — along with impact of the proposed 
county split on each county department affected 
— will be provided the commission. 
Other county officials on hand as observers in­ 
cluded Administrative Officer Raymond D. 
Johnson, County Counsel George Kading and 
Public Works Director Charles Wagner. 
Flynn, a native of Ojai, pointed out that Ven­ 
tura County had "seceded” from Santa Barbara 
County in 1873. 
He was raised on the South 
Coast of Santa Barbara County and attended 
high school in Santa Ynez Valley, his father 
working in oil fields in both El Capitan and Cat 
Canyon areas. He served on the Ventura County 
Board of Supervisors from 1972-76. 
Flynn and other commissioners were agreed 
that the commission "would have to come up 
with objective facts" in its report to serve the 
voters. 
Kay, a Santa Barbara City College political 
science instructor, nominated Flynn as 
chairman and Mrs. Pedotti as vice-chairperson. 
There was no contest for either position. 
Kay, named with Mrs. Pedotti as the two 
members representing the existing county, has 
resided in Santa Barbara 35 years. He is a UC 
Santa Barbara graduate. Mrs. Pedotti, widely 
known in Democratic circles in the county and 
state, is president of Central Coast Broad­ 
casters. Inc., which operates tv station KCOY in 
Santa Maria, of which she is part owner. 
The commission was in agreement that late 
afternoon and evening meetings were preferable 
to give the public maximum opportunity to at­ 
tend. Neither the initial session nor the Santa 
Maria meeting are public hearings, as public 
hearings must be advertised two weeks in ad­ 
vance. However, the commission welcomed 
questions and comment from the audience 
Wednesday. 
Flynn, father of six, appointed Durley and Kay 
to arrange to set up a job classification for the 
executive secretary post. A salary has not been 
agreed on as yet. 
The commission, judging by comments heard 
at its initial meeting from the public and county 
officials, appears to be a well-balanced one. with 
its members having a good blend of experience 
in business, county government, economics, and 
political realities. 
Fletcher told the group in closing that the 
commission was "fortunate in having two very 
fine studies made" of the proposed county split 
and might well "take the parts they both agree 
on as a basis to go on.”

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Weeks or months before it is 
signed, Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance is beginning a 
major effort to win congres­ 
sional support for the U.S.- 
Soviet compromise on a new 
strategic arm s lim itation 
agreement. 
Vance was testifying today in 
a closed session of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 
He appears Friday before the 
Senate Armed Services sub­ 
committee on arms control, 
chaired by Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Wash., a demanding 
critic of the arms agreements. 
Jackson has not commented 
publicly ot the compromise, 
details of which were apparent­ 
ly leaked recently by a National 
Security Council official to 
Time magazine and the New 
York Times. 
Jackson, aides said, is ex­ 
pected to schedule an extended 
series of closed hearings in 


coming months to inquire into 
details of the emerging accord, 
the concessions made by both 
sides and the attitudes of the 
Pentagon. 
Medtiwhile. disarm am ent 
negotiator Paul Wamke is ham­ 
mering out technical details 
and treaty language with Soviet 
counterparts in Geneva. 
Jackson is reported to be 
skeptical that the compromise 
— struck during meetings 
between President Carter, 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko and Vance here and in 
New York — is balanced, fair 
and equitable. 
He is said also to doubt the 
U.S. ability to monitor some 
provisions of the accord, es­ 
pecially those relating to cruise 
missiles. 
The com plex agreem ent 
would allow each superpower to 
maintain a mix of between 2,100 
and 2,250 strategic bombers, 
land-based missiles and sea- 


launched missiles, according to 
official sources. 
Both pow ers cu rren tly 
o p e ra te under the 1974 
Vladivostok ceiling of 2,400 
strategic bombers and missiles. 
The new ceiling results from a 
Soviet concession but it is far 
from the ceiling of 1,760, or 
less, which Jackson has ad­ 
vocated since 1973. 
The two sides have agreed to 
maintain the Vladivostok sub­ 
limit of 1,320 for strategic 
systems missiles and bombers 
which may be equipped with 
multiple warheads. 
The United States backed off 
its March, 1977, demand that a 
, further sublimit allow Russia 
only 150 heavy missiles. But it 
did obtain agreement with the 
Russians to deploy 120 heavy 
bombers with long range cruise 
missiles which would not be 
considered strategic systems 
countable against the 1,320 sub­ 
ceiling.

The plane had been flying 
from the Spanish island resort 
of Palm a da M allorca to 
Frankfurt when it was com­ 
m andeered over southern 
France, an airport spokesman 
said. 
Lufthansa said the jetliner, 
flight LH181, took off from 
Palma at 12:55, (4:55 a m. 
PTD). It had been due to land at 
Frankfurt international airport 
at 3:10 p.m. (7:10 a.m. PDT). 
Lufthansa said the first radio 
contact with the hijacked air­ 
craft was made by Zurich, 
Switzerland, airport.

police of the hijack.

Pep pill 
ban sought 
by FDA 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In a 
move to further reduce the 
availability of the drugs, The 
Food and Drug Administration 
w ants to ban the use of 
amphetamines — pep pills — as 
diet aids. 
At present 88 per cent of the 
legitim ate medical use of 
amphetamines is as an appetite 
depressant for short-term 
obesity control. 
Even though in creased 
government control during the 
past decade has reduced the 
amount of amphetamines that 
legally can be manufactured by 
about 75 per cent, “ abuse of 
these drugs continues,” said the 
FDA Wednesday. 
The agency has contended the 
drugs are of only “ trivial” use 
in weight control, and said 
“ equally effective but less 
abused drugs are available.”

riot say they saved themselves 
by improvising weapons and 
barriers with tanks of propane 
and electrical transformers. 
“We have a tank of propane 
which we are going to convert 
into a flame thrower.” inmate 
John Miller. 28, of Tucson, 
Ariz., said Wednesday, He said 
the Americans want to be ready 
for further prison violence. 
The more than 48 hours of 
rioting that killed at least 14 in­ 
mates is over, but guards have 
not retaken the entire prison 
and most inmates still carry the 
makeshift weapons they used in 
the battles. Miller said. 
Miller said all 10 American 
inmates at the Oblatos jail 
managed to avoid the clashes 
between rival gangs that sell 
drugs, protection and foodstuffs 
inside the prison 
“I took a transformer from 
the lighting system and rigged 
it to the bars of the door to our 
area,” he said. “That put 600 
volts on the door, and if 
anybody tried to break in. we 
have two buckets of water by 
the door which we can pour un- 


demeath to electrocute him. 
“ When the guards heard 
about it they said it was a good 
idea.” said Miller, who has 
been in prison 40 months 
awaiting trial on charges on gun 
smuggling 
Miller and fellow inmate 
Rick Su n d e rma n. 42, of 
Hollywood, who also has served 
40 months awaiting trial on 
marijuana charges, told UPI in 
an interview in the prison direc­ 
tor's office that by Wednesday 
the guards had not dared enter 
the entire prison area

YORK-(NEA)-In 
its wildest dreams—which in 
the past have produced the 
tailfin, the ineffective wrap­ 
around bumper, the gas guz­ 
zler, the spongy ride, the 
fabric-covered "hardtop'' 
and other oddities of engi- 
neering-Detroit’s auto in­ 
dustry never envisioned the 
modern phenomenon of the 
van. 
Today an art form, a cul­ 
tural landmark and a socio­ 
logical sensation, this boxy 
and once strictly utilitarian 
vehicle stands a good chance 
of becoming the symbol of 
the 1970s. 
Only a few years ago it 
functioned as a kind of cov­ 
ered pickup truck, with the 
engine tucked under the cab 
to provide the shortest over­ 
all length for city maneuver­ 
ing and parking. Plumbers, 
florists and smart little 
boutiques bought most of 
them. 
There was an earlier mod­ 
ificatio n , in sp ired by 
G erm any’s Volkswagen 
Microbus, which was essen­ 
tially a van with seats and 
windows, ideal for big fami­ 
lies, transporting Cub Scouts 
and a variety of other ser­ 
vices. Some couples even 
lived in their VW buses on 
the road, a sensible practice 
which, however, made the 
young people suspect to the 
Ж ire population. Anybody 
slept in a VW bus was a 
hippy.

Nevertheless, Detroit saw 
the possibilities and adapted 
its commercial vans, adding 
seats, windows, inches of 
body length, more muscular 
engines and fancier uphol­ 
stery. Still, the most signifi­ 
cant era was yet to come. 
While families bought the 
newer vans with windows 
and all that grand space, 
young men seemed more 
interested in the commer­ 
cial, windowless model. Cal­ 
ifornians pioneers this some­ 
what contradictory revolu­ 
tion, which has produced 
today’s millions of vehicles 
designed on the inside for 
privacy, and on the outside 
for pizzazz. 


Few have followed this 
phenomenon more carefully 
than Terry Cook, editorial 
staff writer for Car and 
Driver magazine. His new 
book on the subject, "Vans 
and the Truckin’ Life," with 
photos by Jim Williams, is 
almost definitive. (Harry N. 
Abrams, Inc., cloth cover, 
$18.50; paper, $9.95). 


Yet his is but one of at 
least 15 books on vans and 
•vannin’" or truckin’" al­ 
ready on the market. Twen­ 
ty-one magazines now de­ 
vote a major section or all of 
their content to van design, 
decoration, adaptation, en­ 
gineering and events. 


Accessories are manufac­ 
tured in 27 of the states and 
Canada, with 166 suppliers 
in California alone. What­ 
ever you need to customize a 
van can be purchased in 37 
states and Canada, again 


with California in the van. 
Just about as widespread 
and available are shops that 
will do the whole customiz­ 
ing for you. 


And what might this cus­ 
tomizing be? On the outside, 
perhaps a full-length nude 
beside a waterfall, Rubens’ 
"Rape of the Daughters of 
Leucippus," airbrushed and 
handpainted. 
Imaginary, 
fantastic or mythological 
scenes and creatures. Free­ 
form designs. Scrolled leg­ 
ends. 
Windows? Yes, but for the 
most part small, with odd 
shapes, such as teardrop. At 
first curtained-again, for 
privacy—now they’re more 
apt to be covered by one-way 
mirror film, sometimes just 
reflective, other times with 
a woodland scene or seas­ 
cape. They reduce glare and 
heat, enable occupants to 
see out and keep others from 
seeing in. 
Inside, van a rt can 
achieve its zenith, or nadir, 
depending on your aesthetic 


standards. Varieties of de­ 
cor are endless, but the 
predom inant them e is 
plush: enveloping softness, 
including wall coverings, 
with a bed as the principal 
artistic and functional 
object. 


As one example, in a prize- 
winning Indiana van: com­ 
pletely cushioned driver’s 
compartment with welded 
and chromed chain-link 
steering wheel; 
custom 
highback seats with stereo 
speakers built into the wrap­ 
around "seat ears;" control 
console for CB radio, qua­ 
draphonic tape and all other 
electronics. 
Moving 
back 
into the van, there is dia­ 
mond-quilted crushed velvet 
throughout in white, orange 
and gold; a rotating, circu­ 
lar bed beneath a mirrored 
ceiling, and a suspended, 
light-reflecting 
ball. 
The 
owner of this vehicle did all 
the cosmetic work himself 
Does this mean that a girl 
who accepts a date with a 
vanner means she expects to 


go to bed with him? Not so, 
answers author Cook, who 
believes that any commit­ 
ment to sex has nothing to do 
with the vehicle, though a 
proper (or improper) van 
does make it more comfort­ 
able. He points out that at 
weekend van events—truck- 
ins-which have proliferated 
amazingly, about 80 per cent 
of the vans bring only their 
driver, usually a young man 
in his 20s. The remaining 20 
per cent of drivers bring 
dates, with whom, assumed- 
ly, there is an intimate rela­ 
tionship. 
However, parents tend to 
be suspicious of any young 
man who comes to pick up 
their daughter in a van that 
is substantially one big bed. 
Hence the term, "sinbins." 
American manufacturers 
made and sold 350,000 vans 
in 1973. By 1976 the figure 
had increased to 600,000, and 
it has gone higher since. 
To meet the specific 
demand, Detroit now offers 
models for 1978 with better 
built-in stereo sound sys­ 
tems, phased-in speakers, 
also cruise control, im­ 
proved air conditioning, 
more luxurious seats and a 
completely redesigned and 
much more complete instru­ 
ment panel. 
Vans tend to be gas-guz- 
zlers, which is a point 
against them. But already 
Chrysler products (Dodge, 
Plymouth) offer a four- 
speed manual overdrive 
transmission, which also is 
available on the 1978 Fords. 


A new development, also 
originated in California and 
something of a cosmetic con­ 
tradiction, is the "picture 
window," which is vertical, 
about 25 or 30 inches wide by 
40 inches tall. This usually is 
near the front of the van, on 
the side, and away from the 
bed, which traditionally is in 
the rear. With swivel chairs 
and a coffee table, the motif 
suggests a tiny living room 
and bay window; another 
homey touch. 


Van gatherings tend to be 
orderly events, unlike mus­ 
cle car rodeos of the 1960s or 


rock concerts. Those in 1977 
have been attracting twice 
the attendance of the same 
gatherings a year earlier. 
The summer truck-in at 
Monticello, Ind., drew 6,600 
vans, according to an aerial 
count. Other truck-ins are at 
Englishtown, N.J.; Butler, 
Pa.; Barrie, Ontario, Cana­ 
da, and on across the conti­ 
nent. 
Unlike a car, a van is 
parked backward at a drive- 
in movie. That way, a couple 
can recline on the bed, open 
the rear double doors and 
watch the picture, if the 
weather is mild.

MARSHMALLOW-PEANUT BUTTER SQUARES 
(From Marie) 
Melt all at once in double boiler, the following. 
2-6 oz. pkgs. butterscotch morsels 
¥4 cup crunchy peanut butter 
Vt cup butter (or margarine) 
Cool slightly 
Add Vi pkg. miniature marshmallows 
Let set and cook on 8 x 8 greased pan. Freezes well. 


LOTS N LOTS OF SHORTBREAD 
(From Angusina) 
2 lbs. very soft butter 
2 cups icing (powdered) sugar, sifted 
8 cups all purpose flour 
Blend icing sugar thoroughly with butter with 
electric mixer. Gradually add flour until mixture 
starts to come away from sides of bowl. The full 8 cups 
of flour may not be needed. 
Make small balls in palm of hand and place on cookie 
sheet. 
Indent center of cookie with handle end of ice cream 
scoop (or any other small object, as cookie will retain 
shape after baking) dipped in flour. 
Bake at about 275 or 300 degrees for 20 to 30 minutes. 
Do not overcook. (Angusina usually ices the indents 
with tinted butter icing after baking.) 


LEMON DEUGHT 
(From Margaret) 
(1) 1 small pkg. lemon jello dissolved in 1 cup hot 
water. 
Cool in refrigerator. 
(2) 8 oz. Philadelphia cream cheese, Vi cup sugar, 1 
tsp. vanilla. Cream with spoon. 
(3) 1 large 14 or 15 oz can cold evaporated milk, 
whipped to peaks. 
Add (1) to (2). then (2) to (3) and whip again. 
Pour into graham cracker crumb crust and 
refrigerate for six hours. 


GRAHAM CRACKER CRUMB CRUST 
(13 x 9 pan) 
* 1¥* cups graham cracker crumbs 
1/3 cup sugar

If the rain holds off another 
three weeks or so, this year’s 
Santa Ynez V alley grape 
harvest will be a success. 
Highlighting the harvesting 
operations locally is the ap­ 
pearance of a huge mechanical 
picker first seen last year 
The towering, all-hydraulic 
Vector upright and hillside 
p ick er, m an u factu red by 
Upright Harvest Co.. of Selma, 
is owned jointly by Vina de 
Santa Ynez: Boyd Bettencourt.

Brown and his son Lance; and 
Louis Ream T he first vineyard 
is located along Refugio Road

About 400 acres in grades are 
represented by the trio of 
owners and this year’s crop is 
described as “very good.’’ For 
about four weeks, the harvester 
will operate day and night as it 
shakes the grapes off the vines

In addition to being efficient 
as compared to handpicking, 
the harvester cuts the cost from 
about $75 per ton to about $56, 
according to Boyd Bettencourt. 
Grapes are harvested by the 
machine as it travels over the 
rows of vines. 
Shakers knock 
loose the grapes and they in 
turn are deposited in small, 
plastic buckets which move on 
a conveyor. 
Another conveyor transfers 
them to the upper, rear of the 
harvester where a blower 
separates fruit from the leaves 
and stems. 
Yet another belt drops the 
grapes into the waiting bin be­ 
ing hauled alongside by a trac­ 
tor. 
Four people are involved in 
the mechanical harvest: 
an 
operator, a pair of tractor 
drivers and a quality control 
man who not only rides the 
picker but also moves about 
checking on the machine's 
operation as well as the vines. 
This person also checks all 
the fruit being picked to see the 
vines are not damaged and keep 
an eye on material other than 
grapes, known as MOG. 
Generally, the machine picks 
about 90 per cent fruit and only 
about one per cent MOG, it was 
noted

Bypass route opposition 
voiced at advisory meet 


An estimated 55 residents 
from the southerly and norther­ 
ly sections of Soivang made it 
clear Tuesday night at a 
meeting of the Santa Ynez 
Valley Plan Advisory Commit­ 
tee that they were in disfavor of 
any plan for a bypass route of 
Soivang. 
The session drew a large at­ 
tendance because it had been 
previously publicized that the 
full advisory committee was to 
m ake c o m m e n ts on the 
previous public meetings held 
by the circulation subcommit­ 
tee relative to the valley 
master plan for roads. 
It was pointed out by commit­ 
tee chairman Ralph James that 
the plan, including development 
of a num ber of four-lane 
arteries in the valley, was 
designed by the County Depart­ 
ment of Transportation. 
Those attending the meeting 
disagreed with a position of the 
Soivang Business Assn., favor­ 
ing development of a southerly 
bypass from the Industrial 
Center on the west along Fjord 
Drive past the Rancho Santa 
Ynez Mobile Estates, Alisal 
Glen, across agricultural land 
in front of Old Mission Santa 
Ines and joining Highway 246 at 
Alama Pintado Road 
A map prepared by the 
county D of T showed the 


southerly bypass as a four-lane 
route. The SBA, at its last ses­ 
sion, it was pointed out, favored 
the southerly artery but also 
emphasized it was against any 
four laning not only in the 
proposed bypass area but along 
Mission Drive, Alisal Road and 
other routes in the valley as 
well. 
The map also contains new 
east and west connector roads 
designated for the high land 
north of Soivang where it was 
said homes are now “scat­ 
tered.” 
It was noted that the 
zoning in the area is for one 
a cre p a r c e ls and “ m uch 
building is proposed.” 
Appearance of the proposed 
connector roads prompted the 
attendance of a sizable con­ 
tingent of resid en ts who 
protested the increased traffic 
the roads would produce in the 
canyon 
Shortly after the start of the 
session, Jam es turned the 
meeting over to circulation sub­ 
com m ittee member David 
Parker who explained the map 
in detail. He indicated the sub­ 
committee was on record as op­ 
posing four-lane highways in 
the valley, as well as many of 
the short connector roads 
proposed as a need projected 15 
years into the future. 
Apparently, the statement by

Parker matched the general 
mood of the audience, as it was 
suggested by some to give the 
plans “back to the county,” or 
“leave us as we are.” 
Alvin Grodrian, a resident of 
the mobile home park south of 
Soivang, spoke in opposition to 
the southerly bypass and ex­ 
pressed the opinion that route 
south of the m obile home 
development could result in 
vandalism in the area. 
Dorothy Brand, chairman of 
the land use subcommittee, 
ob jected to the southerly 
bypass, drawing attention to 
what she described as “a four- 
lane truck highway which 
would eliminate many of the 
homes along Fjord Drive 
She suggested that residents 
from the northern and southern 
parts of town combine their 
forces in an effort “to alleviate 
the need for more roads by 
relieving the clutter along Mis­ 
sion Drive.”

The results of the survey of 
Basic Skills, a state required 
twelfth grade test, “are again 
very good for Santa Ynez 
Valley High School.” Principal 
Manuel J. Silva reported today. 
Silva said “the results are 
also quite consistent with the 
scores achieved the previous 
year, with small gains in per 
cent of correct answers in 
reading, written expression, 
and mathematics and a l/10th 
of one per cent decline in 
spelling.” 
“ None of the changes is 
statistically significant,” Silva 
added. 
Last year students at the 
valley high school averaged 7.2 
per cent more correct answers 
in reading than students 
statewide. 
This placed the 
school at 96th percentile in the 
state in reading 
In other areas students at the 
school had 6 3 er cent more cor­ 
rect answers in written expres­ 
sion and placed in the 93rd 
percentile; 
9 per cent more 
correct answers in spelling and 
placed at 64th percentile, and 
5.6 per cent more correct in 
mathematics and 90th percen­ 


tile placement 
Silva said an expected perfor­ 
mance range is provided with 
the test results. This range is 
based on typical performances 
of districts similar to the Santa 
Ynez V alley High School 
District. 
The principal commented 
that “it is interesting to note 
that in reading this district is 
above the predicted range of 
scores in reading (80th to 93rd 
percentile predicted; our score, 
96th percentile), at the high end 
of the range in written expres- 
seion (77th to 94th percentile 
predicted; our score, 93rd), at 
the low end of the predicted 
spelling score (64th to 92nd 
percentile, our score, 64th), 
and above the middle of the

MOSCOW (UPI) - Valentin 
Turchin, the dissident leader 
who is leaving his homeland, 
says his friends face hard times

District Court Wednesday that 
standard IQ tests are practical­ 
ly useless for ranking children 
by intelligence.

Educational psychologists do 
not agree on what intelligence 
is, but one definition might be 
“the ability to learn something 
somebody else is trying to teach 
you,” said Hilliard. 
The educator was the first 
witness at a trial to determine 
whether the state of California 
should be permanently banned 
from employing the tests in as­ 
signing black youngsters to 
classes for “the educable men­ 
tally retarded.” 
The ban is sought by civil 
rights lawyers on grounds that 
the standard tests are cultural­ 
ly biased against blacks. 
When the suit was filed, 27 
per cent of the retarded in 
C alifornia w ere black — 
although they comprised only 9 
per cent of the school popula­ 
tion. But Hilliard said the tests 
are useless for several reasons 
in addition to cultural bias 
Results are skewed, he said. 


because of “the practice ef­ 
fect.” When given a test involv­ 
ing blocks, one child does well 
because he has done a lot of 
playing w ith blocks, and 
another child who never played 
with blocks does less well. 
In 1897, groups of 500 white 
children and 500 blacks in 
Washington, D.C., were tested 
on their ability to memorize 
stanzas of poetry. The blacks 
did best, and Hilliard said “it 
was then decided that memory 
is not intelligence.” 
But Hilliard’s main argument 
was that it is impossible to 
standardize IQ tests in the U.S. 
because of the existence of too 


many cultural differences. He 
cited numerous questions in 
current tests to which different 
children would give different 
correct answers. 
When a child is asked on a 
Wechsler test how to respond 
when hit by a much smaller 
child, the correct answer would 
indicate restraint. 
However, 
fo r 
c h i l d r e n 
in 
som e 
neighborhoods, the correct 
answer would be ,to hit back, 
because that is what they are 
taught. 
Some children cannot answer 
a question requiring awareness 
of checking accounts because 
their parents do not have such 


accounts. Other children can 
fail to serialize a group of pic- 
' tures into a story because they 
have different perceptions of a 
key figure — the policeman. 


Tito case, originally filed in 
1971, is being heard without a 
jury by Judge Robert F.

Fla (UPI) - 
The 1977- 78 Florida orange 
crop will be down 12 per cent 
from last year because of the 
January freeze, federal crop es­ 
tim ates said Wednesday. 
Citrus industry officials also 
warned of possible higher 
prices for frozen concentrated 
orange juice 
The U S 
D epartm ent of 
Agriculture’s Crop Reporting 
Board estimated the 1977-78 
Florida orange crop will be 164 
million boxes, compared to last 
year's production of 189 million 
boxes. 
The board predicted proces­ 
sors of FCOJ may get 1.28 
gallons of standard-strength 
juice from each box of oranges 
harvested 
Last season, con­ 
centrate production dropped 
sharply despite a record crop 
because the freeze damaged 
much of the fruit and dropped 
juice yields down to 1.07 gallons 
per box 
Florida Citrus Mutual ex­ 
ecutive vice president Tom 
Osborne said the crop forecast 
showed the recovery from the 
freeze was not enough to make 
up for the short supply of FCOJ. 


He said the industry should 
produce only 6 million gallons 
more concentrate this year 
than last year, but said the in­ 
ventory at the end of this 
marketing season will be down 
as much as 29 million gallons 


“ Price-wise. FCOJ should 
stay at current or slightly 
higher levels.” Osborne said. 
The USDA estimated Florida 
also will have a grapefruit crop 
of 54 million boxes, compared 
to last year’s 51.5 million box 
crop.

Hundreds take 
part in staged 
'disasters' 


LANSING. Mich (UPI) - A 
cloud of rich black smoke 
billowed over Capital City Air­ 
port Wednesday and firemen 
raced to the aid of victims trap­ 
ped inside two airplanes. 


But the whole scene — in­ 
cluding National Guard rescue 
helicopters, fire trucks, wildly 
burning jet fuel and the victims 
themselves — was a fake. 
The extravaganza, featuring 
a cast of hundreds, was a train­ 
ing exercise to teach hospitals, 
firemen, police and emergency 
medical teams how to respond 
to a runway airline collision. 


The two planes, which were 
supposed to be a Chicago-bound 
727 and a turbo prop headed for 
Detroit, were positioned near 
the airport’s real runways for 
the drill. 
Two hundred and fifty gallons 
of aviation fuel were ignited 
and smoke bombs were set off. 
sending columns of fire and 
black smoke hundreds of feet 
into the sky. 
Airport firefighters dressed 
in protective silver suits raced 
to the scene and extinguished 
the flames with foam Then, on 
cue. more than 50 victims trap­ 
ped inside the two planes began 
screaming and moaning. 
Firefighters and emergency 
medical team s arrived and 
began pulling the victims from 
the make-believe wreckage, 
placing them on stretchers and 
taking them to hospitals.

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Physicians dispute 
food-coloring study 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Two 
doctors say there is little 
evidence to support a widely 
publicized study showing that 
food coloring in the diets of 
hyperactive youngsters affects 
their behavior. 
Dr. J. Preston Harley, of the 
Neurology Department of the 
University of Wisconsin, and 
Dr. Morris Lipton, chairman of 
the National Advisory Commit­ 
tee on Hyperkineses and Food 
Additives and director of the 
University of North Carolina’s 
Biological Sciences Research 
Center, both questioned the 1973 
study by Ben Feingold, a 
retired San Francisco allergist. 


Feingold’s study presented to 
the American Medical Associa­ 
tion said that from 30 to 50 per 
cent of all hyperactive children 
are adversely affected after 
consuming eight common food 
coloring additives. 


Some of the children would 
react violently several hours 
after ingesting foods with the 
colorings, Feingold reported. 
Harley and Lipton told the an­ 
nual meeting of the American 
Dietetic Association meeting in 
Los Angeles Wednesday that 
tests conducted in 1975 on 
hyperkinetic children did not 
support Feingold’s conclusions.

Mitford sister rebel 'pathfinder' 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Unity Mitford of the famed Mit­ 
ford sisters was “an early 
pathfinder for the many chil­ 
dren of the rich and secure clas­ 
ses who are her kindred spirits 
in opposition to the custom of 
their society.” 
So says author David Pryce- 
Jones, in "Unity Mitford, An 
Enquiry into Her Life and the 
Frivolity of Evil,” recently 
published by Dial Press-James 
Wade of New York ($9.95). 
“The Mitford family, one and 
all, belonged to those lucky few 
who by general, if tacit, consent 
were able to do more or less as 
they pleased; their entertain­ 
ment value was appreciated, 


and deferred to,” writes Pryce- 
Jones. “Like all Mitfords, she 
had a one-track mind, she 
became completely caught up 
in fascism — there was a vac- 
cuum and that was what rushed 
in to fill it.” 


“She seemd marginally mad, 
at least so exaggerated that 
rational conversation was im­ 
possible,” says Mary Ormsby- 
Gore. 
“She talked about Hitler as 
though about that rat of hers, in 
the flat enthusiasm the Mit­ 
fords manage, and those with 
no conception of the mentality 
must have been scandalized,” 
says Peter Heskith. 


Princess Tima Auersperg 
met Unity and her father, Lord 
Redesdale, at a supper 
He 
turned to the Princess and said, 
“I’m normal, my wife is nor­ 
mal, but my daughters are each 
more foolish than the other.” 


The Princess Carmencita 
Wrede said that Unity’s newly 
furnished apartment in Munich 
was furnished as a present from 
Hitler and “in the sitting room 
she had a writing table, and in 
one of its drawers a revolver .. 
she took it out and waved it 
around, saying, ‘when I’m 
obliged to quit Germany, I will 
kill myself.” 
She shot herself on a park 


bench in the Englischer Garten 
but botched it. She lived on in 
England until 1948 in the care of 
her mother with the bullet 
lodged in her brain and died of 
meningitis. 
“It was a shock to Hitler,” 
said Albert Speer. “When she 
shot herself. He felt responsible 
... About a year or so later, she 
had been forgotten. People who 
were no longer in his view were 
quickly forgotten.” 
Her sister, Nancy, said to her 
friends during the war when 
Unity would visit her. “Do be 
nice to her, she runs up to 
everyone like a huge big dog 
wagging her tail, and nobody is 
nice to her.”

Give a concert violin to a 2- 
year-old child and you’ll end up 
with splinters, but there are ex­ 
ceptions. 
Dylana Jenson is one of them. 
She started playing the violin 
when she was still in diaper^. 
Today, at 16. she is one of the 
youngest violin soloists on the 
concert stage 
“Playing the violin was a nor­ 
mal thing for me. a fun thing.” 
Dylana said. “ I enjoyed doing it 
and because I was just a baby, I 
didn’t have any conflicts pulling 
me away. 
‘Most children learn to play 
instrum ents when they are 
several years older than I was. 
By then, they have so many 
other things keeping them busy 
that music lessons can becom e 
a chore.” 
Dylana. born in Sherman 
Oaks, Calif., recently soloed the 
Bruch Violin Concerto No. 1 for 
the Los Angeles Philharmonic. 
She performs in about 15 con­ 
certs each year in the United 
States and Europe. 
Her mother gave Dylana her 
first violin lessons. 
"I couldn’t find a teacher who 
would teach a 2-year-old,” Mrs. 
Jenson said “So I took lessons 
and taught Dylana her first con­ 
certo.” 
Ana Jenson says she wanted 
D y la n a 
to h a v e a m o re 
worthwhile pastime than play­ 
ing with toys. 


‘‘You have to make children 
creative and be creative with 
them .” she said 
‘Art brings 
out their true creativity. 
“ I loved to work with my 
children I would spend the en­ 
tire day with them I felt if I 
could learn something, they 
could team it They're so flexi­ 
ble when they're young ” 


Mrs Jenson chose the violin 
as a pastime for Dylana. her 
sixth and youngest ch ild , 
because she had always wanted 


to play the instrum ent but 
never had the opportunity She 
also wanted to share an activity 
with her daughter. 
When D ylana w as 5 and 
entered school, her dedication 
to the violin was firmly es­ 
tablished 
After finishing her 
homework each day she would 
practice the violin for several 
hours. 
At 7 she became a protege of 
violinist Manuel Compinski and 
at 13. the protege of another 
great artist. Nathan Milstein. 
Her family recently moved to 
Indianapolis. Ind., so Dylana 
could study under Josef Gin- 
gold. 
Gingold watches over Dylana 
to see that she progresses well, 
but he does not give her actual 
lessons 
‘‘I prefer to take responsibili­ 
ty for myself now," Dylana 
said. ‘‘I don’t want to be taught 
and my mentor understands 
how I feel." 
Dylana no longer goes to high 
school and says she does not 
m iss it because her interests 
are different from those of 
most high school youths 
She spends five hours each 
day 
p racticin g the violin, 
preparing for concerts, attend­ 
ing a music master class at the 
U n iversity of Indiana and 
studying new works. 
Her favorite piece is the 
Brahms Sonata No. 2 for violin 
and piano, which concludes on a 
rather disturbing note since the 
harmonies do not resolve. 
That sonata shows me the 
beauty that is to come in my 
own life,” she said. ‘‘It shows 
me what I can feel, but it 
doesn’t say how to resolve those 
feelings. It tells me that my

Expert reveals how to 
learn to live with cancer

LA JOLLA (UPI) — A cancer 
specialist 
says fam ilies and 
friends too often remind cancer 
patients, thoutfi unintentional­ 
ly, that they are living on 
borrowed tim e. 
He also says too much coddl­ 
ing and catering to a cancer 
p atient can underm ine the 
p a tien t’s se lf resp ect and 
destroy his will to live. 
“There’s a big difference.” 
says Dr. Theodore Bernstein, 
“between learning to live with 
cancer and learning to die of 
it.” 
Bernstein, on the staff of 
Scripps Clinic and Research 
Foundation’s 
Green 
Hospital 
here, has worked with cancer 
patients for 15 years. 
His “ living with can cer” 
philosophy, 
the doctor says, 
“makes things easier — but 
never easy.” 
Unfortunately. Berstein says, 
“cancer victim s are alm ost en­ 
couraged to adopt a fatalism — 
a daily, constant awareness of 
their d isease and their im ­ 
pending death — even before 
medical specialists are forced 
to pronounce their condition 
terminal. 


" W h ile it m ay be w ell- 
in te n tio n e d , th e em p h a sis 
friends and family m em bers 
put on a cancer patient's living 
life to its fullest measure often 
d oes little but rem ind the 
patient of the epilogue ... for 
tomorrow you die.” 
Doctors find it difficult to 
treat patients who adopt this 
p e r sp e c tiv e 
b e c a u se 
th ey 
become self-centered, irascible 
and difficult to treat and dif­ 
ficult to live with, Bernstein 
said. 
What’s needed, he says, is to 
develop a realistic adjustment. 
“One that acknowledges the 
fact of the person’s illness but 
that preserves a sense of order 
in which everything and every­ 
one does not become secondary 
to the p o ssib ility , or even 
probability, of death." 
D espite the sophisiticated 
diagnostic facilities and ad­ 
vanced therapies available at 
Scripps. 
Bernstein said “ we 
cannot accurately predict who 
will respond to a given therapy 
and who will not. We can recite 
treatm ent sta tistics 
— but 
that’s a numbers gam e. Every 
patient is a series of one case.” 


He said what counts is the 
patient's willingness to believe 
he or she m ay be the one in two 
or 20 who will survive. Positive 
thinking doesn’t assure success, 
the doctor explains, but most 
physicians agree it’s very im­ 
portant to the overall effec­ 
tiveness of treatment and the 
value of life. 
“ We try to teach both the 
patient and the fam ily how to 
live with this disease; how to 
support each other; 
how to 
avoid the awful feelings of guilt 
they often develop,” Bernstein 
said. 
S o m etim es a spouse w ill 
begin to feel guilty because of 
harboring a desire for time 
away from the sick partner 
“time off from the constant de­ 
mands of being loving and sup­ 
portive.” When this happens, 
Bernstein explains, the guilt 
itself can be as destructive as 
the cancer. Som etim es it pulls 
the family apart. Often it turns 
to secret resentment. 
“We urge fam ilies to work off 
such feelings by participating in 
their patient’s therapy, both at 
the hospital and at hom e,” 
Bernstein said.

Beatlemania craze 
of 60s revisited? 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
arrival of the Bay City Rollers 
in Bay City, Mich., was sup­ 
posed to be a se c r e t but 
somehow 200 fans were there, 
squealing, at the airport. 
When the Scottish group 
visited City Hall, it was sheer 
pandemonium with som e 5.000 
teen-agers pushing, shoving and 
screaming to see the young 
rock singers. 
One 17-year-old said her 
father drove her all the way 
from T oronto to se e the 
Rollers. A 16-year-old said she 
w as “ gonna die” from the 
ex citm en t of seein g them 
because they're “so cute.” 
Who are these heartthrobs 
that sound like Beatlemania 
revisited? 


Just four young men from 
Scotland — Derek Longmuir, 
Stuart “ Woody” Wood. Eric 
Faulkner and Les McKeown — 
who happen to sing and drive 
young girls wild What “ Beat- 
lem ania” was to the 1960s, 
“R o llerm a n ia " 
is 
to 
the 
1970s 
“ We re not really the sam e as 
the B eatles.” Wood said in his 
heavy Scottish brogue. “They 
just compare us because of the 
audience Our music is not the 
same ” 
“ You get used to the fans.” 
said lead guitarist Faulkner, 
the eldest at 23 “After a while 
you just accept it.” 
The baby at 20. Wood joined 
the group when he was 15 and 
has seen the band go through 
many changes, mainly in band 
members, since its creation by 
Longmuir. 
“The band is much closer 
now and that reflects in our 
m usic,” Wood said 
“If the 
band is together, it’s better for 
the music 
Any band that is 
growing is going to have some 
changes in the m usic.” 
When the group went through 
three different members in a 
short period, Faulkner noted, 
“everyone said there must be 
so m e th in g w ron g. 
But it 


brought us closer together and 
made us stronger. It made us 
fight harder to show them they 
were wrong ” 
The Rollers were stars in 
Great Britain in the 1970s, but it 
wasn't until 1976 and their hit 
“Saturday Night” that Rotter - 
m ania cam e to the United 
States. Their single “You Made 
Me B elieve in M agic” w as 
rapidly climbing the Billboard 
charts. 
“ We thought it would take 
years to make it big, 
said 
Faulkner, who writes much of 
the group’s music. “It hap­ 
pened a lot quicker than we 
ever thought. Life is a lot more 
hectic now ”

The book is profusely illus­ 
trated by Dennis, who grew up

There are striking photo­ 
graphs in color, showing the in­ 
ventiveness of the houseboat 
dwellers as well as black-and- 
whites that tend to show the 
reader more about history and 
architecture.

houseboater. Jim Jessup, as 
saying that “ Land is a nice 
place to visit, but I wouldn't 
want to live there.” 


SAN FRANnSCO (U PI) - A 
few years ago any book on 
wood-burning stoves and how to 
build them would have been 
thought a curiosity. 
Naturally wood stoves are not 
the whole answer, even in the 
back counrty. But any reduc­ 
tion of the strain on petroleum 
products is a step in the right 
direction. 
To this end Ole Wik. resident 
of a small village 35 m iles 
above the Arctic circle, has 
produced a book — produced it 
from knowledge gained out of

DENNY, Calif. (UPI) - Gold 
miner Bill Meadows, 82, says 
he’ll ‘‘just move into a hollow 
log” if the Forest Service kicks 
him out of his tiny cabin in the 
Northern California wilderness. 
Meadows, who claims he’s 
been Ending gold along the New 
Rivwf in Trinity County since 
1932, has been served an evic­ 
tion notice along with 96 other 
prospectors. 
Forest Service officials 
refuse to refer to people like 
Meadows as miners. They say 
they are ‘‘claimants” who il­ 
legally use a 105-year-old law to 
live free on prime national 
forest land by pretending to 
mine gold. 
Living a few miles down­ 
river from Meadows is Zeke 
Isaacs, 37. ‘‘one of the most 
adamant guys against the 
Forest Service.” 
He sat in his log cabin drink­ 
ing red wine, studying a copy of 
the 1872 federal mining act 
Isaacs believes entitles him to 
live on 20 acres of prime forest 
land. 
The cabin was built in 1925 by 
gold miner Joe Koblentz, Isaacs 
said. Then came Tom Cum­ 
mings in 1938. who married a 
mail-order bride named Lea. 
They occupied the cabin, which 
sits on the site of Isaac’s 20- 
acre Margaret E placer claim, 
until 1966 
Lea is buried in the cemetery 
across the river. Nobody seems 
to know what happened to Cum­ 
mings. 
Zeke and his woman. Katie, 
32, moved up from Marin 
County and took over the cabin 
in 1969 after paying an un­ 
disclosed sum for the Marga­ 
ret E claim. They live there 
with their two sons. Chris, 7, 
and Zack, 5. 
There is no electricty and the 
plumbing consists of an out­ 
house in the trees some 30 yards 
away 
Their only link with 
civilization is a homemade 
tram held by a five-eighths inch 
thick cable strung 300 feet 
across the river gorge. 
Chris and Zack ride the tram, 
115 feet above the river each 
morning then walk a mile up a 
rocky road to attend a one-room 
schoolhouse funded by the 
county 
The 13 
pupils in 
kindergarten through eighth 
grade are taught by Shirley 
Meier They trail down from 
places like Bake Oven Ridge. 
Bear Tooth and Pony Buttes 
mountains for each school day. 
The claim has always pro­ 
duced gold and "I’ve been 
working on the rim for five 
years,” Isaacs said. But during 
the summer the family camped 
“ u p r iv e r“ and took p art In a 
joint $3,500 dredging venture 
with another miner, Terry 
Or me 


now? 
Yes, said Katie, rolling a 
cigarette. She displayed a 5 Vi 
pennyweight gold nugget — 
about as big around as a nickel • 
but much thicker. She wore the 
nugget, worth about $220, 
around her neck on a golden str­ 
ing. 
‘‘The stuff is hard to find, twit 
by God it’s there,” Isaacs said. 
"You have to get down where 
the goodies are and then you 
start finding it.” 
Trouble with the government 
erupted into hostilities in 1971 
when mining engineer Emmett 
Ball was hit in the neck by a 
bullet fragment while perform­ 
ing a validity test on another 
Isaacs mining claim. Ball 
recovered but the tension 
between government officials 
and the miners has remained. 
Now "they’re trying to pick 
people o ff,’’ Isaacs said. 
"They’ve gone into the back 
country and torn down all the 
old claims.” 
The claims had to be valid 
because "those men worked 
their butts off,” said Katie. 
"They either made beans or 
left. 
"But they (the Forest Ser­ 
vice) just can’t stand to leave 
us alone. Isn’t it better to let 
people who can’t function in the 
rat race down in the cities to 
live up here and be left alone?” 
"They would really like to 
control the mineral wealth of 
this country,” added Zeke. 
The miners say a way of life 
ignited by the Gold Rush of 1849 
is being destroyed by over- 
zealous representatives of the 
United States departments of 
Agriculture and Interior. 
But the government believes 
a new generation of "hippie 
types” are twisting the federal 
mining law of 1872 to live free 
on choice public forest lands. 
Resolution of drawn battles 
lines, both literal and judicial, 
is likely to shape for many 
years every American’s right to 
access on public lands. 
"Anybody can prospect — but 
what they’ve done is just build a 
cabin,” says Forest Service 
Mining Engineer Gerald Gould 
fingering stacks of documents 
in his cluttered San Francisco 
office 
Big government, says Isaacs, 
is trying to force out the little 
guy. “Gold isn't the thing. They 
want to lock up the land ’ 
All levels of the judicial 
\ system are involved in the bat­ 
tle. In the middle of the legal 
entanglem ents sim m ers a 
jurisdictional dispute between 
the Forest Service and Trinity 
County officials. 
Some county commissioners 
believe that Denny is a test 
case If successful in proving 
those mining claims invalid, the 


same method to close out 1,400 
sim ilar claim s in Trinity 
County alone and then go after 
other small resident miners 
throughout the nation. 
"Bull....!” retorts Gould. 
Such challenges in California 
have been going on for more 
than 20 years. 
Under the law a miner must 
have "discovery before loca­ 
tion.” A claim does not exist 
unless there is a proven 
valuable deposit of minerals 
and then it can’t be used prior 
to patent (proven ownership) 
for any purpose other than 
prospecting and mining pur­ 
poses. 
“And that means you can’t 
build a summer cottage there.” 


Until the early 1940s if 
anybody in the boondocks 
started making noises like a 
gold miner, he probably was. 
Today the Forest Service 
isn’t so sure. There are 100,000 
mining location notices filed in 
various California 
counties 
dating back to 1372, and while 
there is neither the time nor the 
inclination to check out each 
one, some just can’t be ignored. 
Some "claimants” twist the 
mining laws and use it as a 
means to gain permanent ac­ 
cess to pristine mountain 


ground — in the Denny case, a 
forested Eden on the edge of the 
Salmon-Trinity Primitive Area, 
says Lou Price, Forest Service 
lands officer. 
Others have been caught us­ 
ing it as an excuse to com- 
merically cut trees, haul sand 
for city flower beds or to stake 
out their own 26-acre chunk of 
free mountain ground. 
"One of the claimants admits 
that for three years he hasn’t 
done a bit of mining,” says 
Price. "They get their money 
other ways. There were food 
stamps, welfare, marijuana 
fields have been found growing 
in the area — everything but 
mining — they’ just aren’t there 
for mining. They hunt all year 
long. Fish and game laws are 
being broken. They cut timber 
and trespass." 
Gold particles are “every­ 
where” along the New River, 
but the ‘‘banquet’’ which 
miners had a century ago is 
over, adds Gould. 
"The old-timers ate that 
banquet and the newcomers are 
picking up,the crumbs off the 
table.” 
Besides, he said, the mining 
law of 1872 was modified in 1955 
by an act that says a claim can 
only be used for mining pur­ 
poses. And the claims usually 


aren’t challenged unless one or 
more of five basic questions is 
raised. 
They included: 
— Filing for patent on the 
claim , alleging a valuable 
deposit is there which can be 
mined for many years. Grant­ 
ing of a patent allows the clai­ 
mant right to purchase the 
property and thereafter use it 
as his own. 
— Questionable surface use 
of the public land, such as 
full-time occupancy before pa­ 
tent has been granted. 
— A question over the nature 
of the materials on the claim 
covered by the mining laws. 
— A need to look at the claim 
because of government interest 


in putting in capital im ­ 
provements, such as public 
campgrounds or roadways. 
— A question of whether the 
claimant is using an approved 
operating plan. Is he unjustly 
disturbing other natural resour­ 
ces? (For instance, the state 
Regional Water Quality Control 
Board wants the New River, 
which runs through Denny, in 
pristine condition). 
In all cases, Gould said, there 
must be ‘‘discovery’’ of a 
"valid’ gold deposit before oc­ 
cupancy. It is illegal to build or 
settle permanently on public 
property and then look for gold. 
"Unauthorized occupancy” is 
more than just a trespass which 
is of interest only to the govern­ 


ment, he said. "To the would-be 
users of the public land it is an 
unavailable recreation site; an 
area where hunting or fishing 
are prevented; a route of ac­ 
cess to other public land which 
is blocked by inappropriate 
signing (‘Private Property — 
Keep Out — Survivors Will be 
Prosecuted’); an invitation to 
initiate their own unauthorized 
occupancy, (‘If they can do it, 
why not I?’). 
"To local government it is 
services that must be provi­ 
ded” —- schools, law enfor­ 
cement, welfare payments, un­ 
employment benefits, aid to 
families with dependent chil­ 
dren.” 
For the land managing 


agency, it is "a campground 
site that cannot be developed 
for public use; it is an impedi­ 
ment to a timber sale, or to the 
routing of a needed road; it is 
an invitation to additional 
trespass...” 
Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars must be diverted an­ 
nually from "productive as­ 
pects of National Forest 
management” to deal with 
trespassers. 
And finally, he said. 
In the 
case of a community of 
organized occupants it can be 
and sometimes is a barrier to 
administration of large tracts 
of land, and a threat of physical 
harm, even death, to forest of­ 
ficers.”

Tom Lasorda: First to chew 
Hooten out, first to praise him

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - One of the 
first to reach Burt Hooton after he 
retired Chris Chambliss, the last batter, 
was the same man who chewed him out, 
but good, only five days before — his 
boss. Tommy Lasorda 
"You were outstanding, 
bubbled the 
Dodger manager, pumping Hooton’s 
hand “You don’t know how proud I am 
of you. I love you." 
Tommy Lasorda, who wears his feel­ 
ings on his sleeve, wasn’t the least bit 
self-conscious about telling his 27-year- 
old right-hander that, after he beat the 
Yankees. 6-1, with a masterful five-hit, 
eight strike-out effort Wednesday night 
to square the World Series at one game 
apiece. 
Nor did the Dodger manager have any 
compunction about telling off Hooton 
after his sorry performance in the third 
National League playoff game in 
Philadelphia last Friday night. 
Trailing, 2-0, in the second inning, the 
Phillies had filled the bases on a pair of 
singles and a walk to Ted Sizemore when 
Hooton got set to face rival pitcher Larry 
Christenson. 
With the crowd of nearly b4,000 
creating a Niagara of noise before each 
pitch, Hooton suddenly became un- 
raveled 
He complained over two of umpire 
Harry WendeUtedt’s calls, and with the 
crowd becoming louder and louder, he 
then walked Christenson to force in a 
run He also walked the next two batters, 
Bake McBride and Larry Bowa, then 
took a walk himself - to the showers 


The Dodgers eventually won that 
game. 
“ Burt and I had a long talk after that,” 
Lasorda said to newsmen after the 
husky, curly-haired Texan tamed the 
Yankees with his knuckle curve. “ I told 
him I was disappointed in him that he 
lost his composure all because of an um­ 
pire 
“ You know,” Lasorda went on, 
“ ...what I had to say to him after that 
game in Philadelphia is a private matter 
between him and me. If he wants to talk 
about it, that’s okay, but I’m not going 
to.” 
Hooton, a 12-game winner for the 
Dodgers this season, didn’t mind talking 
about it at all. 
“ I lost my head,” he said, explaining 
what had happened to him in that night­ 
marish second inning against the Phils. 
“I lost confidence in myself, but I 
learned from that experience. I 
promised myself it would never happen 
again I kept my head tonight. Nothing 
bothered me.” 
Apparently, there were some among 
Wednesday night’s crowd of 56,691 at 
Yankee Stadium, who either were at 
Veterans Stadium in Philadelphia last 
Friday night, or who were aware of how 
unnerved Hooton had become that night 
during all the nosie. 
Some of them began to holler at him 
when the Yankees had runners on first 
and third with none out in the fourth in­ 
ning, but this time Hooton paid no atten­ 
tion whatsoever to the shouting. He in­ 
duced the next batter, Reggie Jackson, 
to hit into a double play and although one 
run came across on the play, that was all 


the Yankees got. 
Nobody was more pleased than 
Lasorda and Hooton’s nifty performance 
set him to remembering an earlier talk 
he had with his knuckle-curving right­ 
hander earlier in the year. 
"I can remember him pitching a game 
in San Diego,” said Lasorda “I was 
riding home with him and I talked to him 
about having walked Enzo Hernandez 
with Dave Winfield coming up. How 
could you do a thing like that? I said to 
him ’You could practically roll the ball 
up to a hitter like Hernandez.’ He under­ 
stood what I was talking about He knows 
I love him like I do my own son .”

Robert Danis, new county planning 
technician for the Fourth Supervisorial 
District, has his work cut out for him In 
addition to giving zoning clearances for 
developers seeking building permits, and 
issuing home occupation permits, Danis 
has been charged with ferreting out il­ 
legal mobile homes. 
In a bill of p a r­ 
ticulars David Rosso, 
of the county planning 
department, says in­ 
spectors found 316 
mobile homes. 90 of 
t h e m b e i n g u s e d 
without necessary per­ 
mits and 27 of those in 
th e L o m p o c-S an ta 
Ynez area 
Appearances to the 
c o n t r a r y . 
D a n i s 
doesn’t regard himself 
as an “ e n f o r c e r . ’ 
“ Our m ajor 
emphasis.” he said the other day, 4 is to 
contact mobile home owners and get 
them to file for perm its if they don’t 
have them already...” 
A mobile home resident has 30 days in 
which to file for a permit after being 
notified by Danis, and an additional 10 
days of grace before the county takes 
legal action if that becomes necessary. 
Actually Danis and his superiors hope 
the publicity about mobile home use will 
encourage the occupants to file for per­ 
mits without being asked. 
The county has some related or­ 
dinances, according to Danis. A travel 
trailer, for example, a trailer measuring 
a maximum eight feet wide by 40 feet 
long, can be stored on a parcel, but 
anything over that size must have a per­ 
mit. It goes without saying that the 
travel trailer cannot be used as living 
quarters. 
Danis spends all day Monday in his 
Lompoc office in the County Administra­ 
tion Building; half of Tuesday in the field 
in the Sol van g area; half of Wednesday 
in the field in the Lompoc area; the 
morning half of Thursday in the Lompoc 
office and the balance of the day in the 
field; and finally half of Friday in his 
Lompoc office and the balance in 
Solvang

WASHINGTON - Postal inspectors are 
quietly digging into the records of the 
nation’s largest senior citizens group, 
the nine-million-member American As­ 
sociation of Retired Persons. 
They suspect the non-profit group may 
be a front for im ­ 
properly peddling in­ 
surance to the elderly 
by using mail sub­ 
sidies that cost the 
ta x p a y e r s an e s ­ 
timated $10 million a 
year. 
A similar question 
has been raised in a 
New York law suit 
which charges the as­ 
sociation and its in­ 
surance company with 
fraudulent activities. 
The company, Colonial Penn, has sold 
hundreds of millions of dollars worth of 
insurance through the association. 
The association and its sister group, 
the National Retired Teachers Associa­ 
tion (known together as NRTA-AARP) 
vehemently contend that they keep a 
proper distance from the insurance firm 
and strictly comply with postal rules 
Colonial Penn has the exclusive right 
to market insurance through NRTA- 
AARP under a longstanding agreement 
devised by insurance man Leonard 
Davis, who is also honorary president of 
the senior citizens groups. 
At least 70 per cent of Colonial Penn’s 
insurance for the aging is now sold 
through NRTA-AARP mailings and 
through ads and promotions in their 
publications. The association, in turn, 
receives income from the arrangement. 
It is this alliance which is under at­ 
tack. Much of Colonial Penn’s profits 
have depended on NRTA-AARP s non­ 
profit mailing rates. These are about 
one-quarter of the rates charged to com­ 
mercial mailers, including insurance 
firms. 
Postal inspectors were called into the 
case on September 27. A preliminary 
civil study by postal authorities found 
that “NRTA-AARP do not qualify (for 
non-profit sta tu s) as ch aritab le, 
e d u c a tio n a l 
or 
p h ila n th r o p ic 
organizations.” 
An internal memo added bluntly: “The 
primary purpose of the organizations 
could very well be to serve as the 
marketing agents of Colonial Penn 
Group.” Another memo said their rela­ 
tions are ‘‘less than arms length” and so 
not “comport with accepted standards of 
business practice.” 
The New York suit by two dissident 
AARP members, meanwhile, charges 
the AARP with being “nothing more 
than an elaborately disguised merchan­ 
dising showcase for Colonial Penn 
Group,” designed to make moneyJ‘at the 


ly and his trusts have made $81 million 
by selling Colonial Penn stock, it says. 
The efforts by NRTA-AARP and 
Colonial Penn to maintain their ties and 
the mailing privileges are costing a for­ 
tune in fees paid to three prestigious law 
firms. 


When we sought comment, the firms 
referred us to their legal briefs which 
vigorously contend their clients were 
helping to insure the elderly when no one 
else would take the chance. The AARP 
says the charges are “mistaken and un­ 
fair” and that the current alliance is 
“highly advantageous” for members. 


In hundreds of pages of exhibits, the 
NRTA-AARP insist that their non-profit 
status is justified and that their ties with 
Colonial Penn are legal and above board. 
Sources close to Davis say he has never 
hidden the fact that his fortunes have 
grown along with Colonial Penn The en­ 
dorsement of Colonial Penn in the senior 
citizen publications, they argue, is no dif­ 
ferent than any other company’s en­ 
dorsement of its group insurer. 


Footnote; It should be pointed out that 
Davis promoted insurance for the elder­ 
ly at a time when they were considered 
unin sura ble. Recent studies, however, 
indicate that other firms now offer bet­ 
ter insurance rates to senior citizens. 
But these firms cannot advertise in 
NRTA-AARP publications. 
URANIUM FIX: A small number of 
greedy speculators are helping to drive 
the cost of uranium through the roof by 
tying up millions of acres of Western 
land 
They have teamed up with oil com­ 
panies and utilities to hoard the nation’s 
uranium. Like the old-time gold diggers, 


these speculators have staked hundreds 
of thousands of claims on uranium-rich 
land. They are legally required to spend 
at least $100 a year on exploration. 
But congressional investigators have 
learned that many speculators have not 
lifted a finger in search of uranium. 
“They’re just sitting on the land and 
waiting for the price to go up,” one told 
us. 


They haven’t been disappointed, 
because demand for uranium for use in 
electric power plants is skyrocketing. 
The price of $6 or $7 a pound a few years 
ago has now jumped to over $40 a pound. 
It could go as high as $100 a pound in the 
next decade. 
Some speculators have staked in­ 
dividual claims to as much as 40,000 
acres of land. If the land claimed by one 
such enterprising person were laid end to 
end, it would be 11,000 miles long. 


Several speculators, according to our 
sources, have filed fraudulent affidavits 
with county officials, attesting to work 
that was never done. But few offenders 
have been prosecuted so far. 


Such violations of federal and state law 
are widespread in 14 Western states, our 
sources maintain. “By tying up the 
land, they’re denying someone else the 
chance to explore,” one official said. 
The House investigations subcommit­ 
tee, chaired by Rep. John Moss, D-Calif., 
plans to interrogate the uranium 
speculators beginning today (Thursday). 
The panel has issued subpoenas to deter­ 
mine who is illegally sitting on the 
precious uranium. Previously, the sub­ 
committee found that an international 
uranium cartel has caused higher 
electricity prices for consumers.

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"When Koreagate is finally resolved, what do 
you suppose our next "gate" will be?" 
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WASHINGTON - It could hardly be 
called an important news story, yet as a 
small straw in the wind it had its 
significance. That was the resolution in­ 
troduced in the House of Represen­ 
tatives to impeach Andrew Young, am­ 
bassador of the United States to the 
United Nations. 
President Carter’s 
attachment to Andy 
Young is unshakeable. 
Although it is in a dif­ 
ferent and political 
category, it resembles 
his attachment to Bert 
Lance. His grief at 
Lance’s resignation as 
director of the Office 
of Management and 
Budget was painfully 
evident. 
While the impeach­ 
ment resolution was sponsored by a 
Democrat, Rep Lawrence P. McDonald, 
from Young’s own state of Georgia, the 
eight co-signers were with one exception 
Republicans. That is what gives this 
futile gesture significance. It must be 
put alongside the official stand of the 
party in opposition to ratification of the 
Panama Canal treaties. 
The Republican party is thereby once 
again in the role of the no-sayer. 
There may be votes in the congres­ 
sional elections next as an accumulation 
of discontents adds up. But it is hard for 
this observer to believe that simply say­ 
ing no — trying to turn back the clock — 
can win a national election for a party 
with only 20 per cent of the voters giving 
their allegiance to it 
The bill of particulars in the impeach­ 
ment resolution condemns Young for his 
support of Marxist and pro-communist 
regimes in Vietnam, Jamaica, Guyana 
and Cuba. It condemns him, too, for sup­ 
porting guerrilla and terrorist groups in 
Africa. 
Andy Young has from time to time 
said foolish things. He has made state­ 
ments in South Africa that could only 
make the position of the moderates more 
difficult while strengthening the hard­ 
line backers of apartheid. But after all, 
this was no different from Vice Presi­ 
dent Walter Móndale s call for a “one 
man, one vote” formula as an answer for 
South Africa. That had a far more 
devastating effect than Young’s casual 
remarks. 
On his Caribbean tour, Young raised 
the human rights issue in every country 
he visited. In Haiti this was a mockery, 
since perhaps half the population is on 
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the verge of starvation. Young’s inex­ 
perience in diplomacy and his naivete 
are responsible for m ost of his 
foolishness 
What is important above all else, 
however, is that he is a black man and 
that his first and unfailing concern is for 
blacks at home and overseas. As a black, 
his backing of Carter has been an impor­ 
tant element in the rise of the peanut 
farmer Short of some horrendous gaffe, 
Carter would find it even more difficult 
to see Young leave than the ordeal of 
Lance’s departure 
While various voting blocs lay claim to 
having supplied the narrow margin of 
Carter’s victory last year, it seems 
demonstrable that the black vote more 
than any other single element provided 
the margin. A report just completed by 
the Joint Center for Political Studies 
leads to this inevitable conclusion 
Monitoring the black vote in 23 states, 
it was shown that Carter got an es­ 
timated 5.2 million or 90 per cent of 
black votes cast. This was more than 
three times the margin of 1.7 million 
with which he won. In the North, 88.5 per 
cent of the black vote went to Carter, in 
the South, 92.4 per cent 
Although Texas had the lowest black 
voter turnout, 48 per cent, the proportion 
of blacks voting for Carter was greater 
than in any other state, 96.8 per cent. 
Contrary to all the advance talk about 
apathy and the normally low black tur­ 
nout, 64 per cent of eligible blacks went 
to the polls. A striking illustration of 
what black muscle can mean, it could be 
a major factor in elections far into the 
future. 
The congressionai black caucus 
reproached President Carter for failing 
to do more for the black voters who 
elected him. They pointed to the 20, 30 
and 40 per cent of black youths un­ 
employed in the ghettos. At a meeting 
with the caucus, he cited the swift ad­ 
vance in the status of blacks in recent 
years and went on to say that it was not 
possible to achieve everything overnight. 
As the turbulent quarrel over oil and 
gas has demonstrated, Carter must deal 
with a Congress that is often refractory 
even though it is overwhelm ingly 
Democratic. In urging measures to 
create employment in the ghettoa, he 
runs the risk of feeding inflation. 
The question for the Republicans is 
whether they can ever again attract any 
part of the black vote. To have alienated 
permanently 10 per cent of the voters 
means a further dwindling of the thin 
line of a once great party.

Siegler, Inc. 
This is, to borrow 
the title of author 
Anthony Sampson’s recently published 
book on the subject, “ The Arms 
Bazaar.” It’s the Aerospace Develop­ 
ment Briefings and Equipment Displays, 
a major feature of the annual convention 
of the Air Force Association. 
Spread over 15,000 square feet and 
three exhibit halls in one of Washington s 
largest hotels is a mind-boggling array of 
rocket models, aircraft mockups and 
engine cross-sections as well as millions 
of dollars worth of computer terminals, 
electronic 
simulators, laser optics 
devices and all manner of dazzling 
avionics. 
To a layman and a civilian, the show is 
simultaneously very reassuring and 
highly disturbing. In the form er 
c a t e g o r y , 
th e 
e le c t r o n ic 
counterm easures dem on stration s, 
swept-wing fighters and sophisticated 
bomb sights leave the distinct impres­ 
sion that this country surely is well 
protected against its military enemies. 
But there also is the distressing 
aspect-the sense that the purveyors of 
everything from intercontinental mis­ 
siles to altimeters care less about the 
national defense than they do about 
latching onto this year’s “hot item s” in 
order to maximize sales. 
It doesn’t take much military savvy to 
ascertain what’s selling well in the 
aerospace biz this year. Right inside the 
main door to the exhibit halls it almost 
hits the visitor in the face—a glistening 
19 and one-half-foot-long mockup of 
Boeing's cruise missile. 
On the wall, in large letters, is the 
sales pitch; “We should begin deploy- 
ment of the crul*e mkaaile using air 
launch platforms such as B-52’s, moder­ 
nized as necessary.” The source of that 
quotation: A statement from President 
Carter last June 30. 
But Boeing isn’t the only producer of 
the cruise General Dynamics has its 
Tomahawk on display and Martin 
Marietta is pushing its ASALM. ill* 
Williams Research Corp. is stressing its 
role as a producer of cruise propulsion 
systems and Litton Industries is proud to 
be a vendor of the missile’s navigational 
systems. 
Right behind the cruise is an item not 
as well known to the general public but 
which industry insiders confide is the 
"coming thing,” probably for the next 
“model year.” It’s the MX or Missile-X 
in tercontinental b a llistic m issile 
(1CBM) program. 
After spending billions of dollars to 
produce “hardened” underground silos 
for ICBMs, the wizards in charge of 
defense planning have belatedly con­ 
cluded that there’s really no way to 
make a fixed site invulnerable to a direct 
strike from an enemy missile. 
They’ve now discovered the virtues of 
a moving target—and that’s the MX. 
Martin Marietta displays one version at 
the show, an underground railroad which 
allows the ICBM to continually move 
through a series of subterranean 
trenches. 
In addition, both United 
T ech n ologies and N orthrup are 
promoting their MX wares. 
Technically, it’s all very impressive. 
But one leaves with the impression that 
if the Defense Department tomorrow 
declared com flakes to be our first line 
of defense. Rockwell, Lockheed and 
Grumman would quickly retool to com­ 
pete with the Kellogg Co. without really 
considering whether breakfast cereal 
had any value as a military deterrent.

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Nevada test station forgotten by public 


A-tests proceed with little fanfare 
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Jew eler back on job 
after 37th robbery 


MERCURY, Nevada - 
(NEA) — A pacifist priest 
came to the desert recently to 
lead a demonstration outside 
the gates of America’s dreary 
nuclear testing grounds. It 
was a small affair. And a 
rather surprising one. It has 
been years since anybody 
bothered picketing this 
sprawling, disquieting, sullen 
place. 
Once the site was an evil 
Mecca 
to 
which 
two 
generations of anti-bomb ac­ 
tivists made obligatory and in­ 
censed pilgrimmages. When 
the U.S. was exploding 84 
bombs in the open air here, 
and citizens around the world 
were looking for strontium 90 
in their milk, the heat of the 
protests at times rivaled that 
of the experimentation. 
But no more. When nuclear 
testing 
went 
underground 
following the atmospheric test 
ban of 1963, ban-the-bomb 
marching dropped out of 
fashion. TTie mushroom cloud 
had been a signal object to ral­ 
ly round, but how does one 
hate a mere seismographic 


reading? Out of sight, out of 
mind. Many Americans have 
forgotten this test station ex­ 
ists. 
It lies here lonely in the sun, 
populated by 3,500 workers 
and a variety of scorpions. It 
is an hour north of Death 
Valley, an hour west of Las 
Vegas, and it’s surrounded on 
three sides by the Nellis Air 
Force bombing range. In 
total, it is 1,350 square miles 
of snakes, salt washes and 
Joshua trees; it could swallow 
Rhode Islan d and then 
some. It is not the only spot 
in the U.S. where nuclear 
detonations have occurred. 
The bombs have also exploded 
in Alaska, Colorado, New 
Mexico, and even Mississippi. 
Yet Nevada is, as they say, 
ground zero for the violence. 
Since 1951 officials here have 
a n n o u n c e d n e a rly 500 
detonations; many more have 
been fired in secret. 
The firing has often been 
spectacular. A viewer’s seat 
overlooking 
Frenchm en’s 
Flat was an elitist prize in the 
1950s. And even the un- 
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THE SAFETY RECORD at Mercury, Nevada, 
has not gone unnoticed. Several surrounding 
municipalities have gone on record as sup­ 
porting atomic tests. And, except for some 
physical reminders of earlier tests in the form of 
hideously twisted girders and the nibble of 
demolished structures (above), the past is past.

warhead, few locals knew 
they were testing an entirely 
new concept. The news was 
thus sobering. The protest by 
the pacifist priest was a result 
of Nevada’s association with 
the neutron shell. 
Yet for the most part, the 
test site activity has become 
routine, even monotonous. By 
treaty, tests are now limited 
to less than 150-kiloton 
packages (merely 10 times 
the Hiroshima occasion); 
once in a while the explosions 
can still be felt in Las Vegas, 
but if any high roller has 
dropped his dice in alarm it’s 


not been recorded. 
Not that everyone in Vegas 
has been totally complacent. 
While he lived, w ealthy 
recluse Howard Hughes was 
reported to be terrified of the 
nuclear testing. So much so 
that he hired his own experts 
to m o n ito r te s t s a fe ty 
precautions. Allegedly, he 
was once ready to bribe 
Richard Nixon to bring about 
an end to the A m erican 
program. 
Hughes is said to have been 
particularly fearful that sub­ 
surface explosions might 
touch off massive earth ­ 
quakes. Here he was sup­ 
ported by a 1971 M.I.T. study 
w hich con clu d ed th a t, 
periodically, 
subsurface 
atom ic explosions could 
release up to 10 times as much 
pent-up energy as would be 
generated by the blasts 
themselves. 
The M.I.T. researchers said 
the pent-up energy caused 
multiple earth disturbances. 
In 1969, for example, all 
energies released from a one 
megaton shot triggered more 
than 10,000 tremors, some of 
which could still be measured 
a month after the explosion. 
Hughes and others believed 
western states were therefore 
risking quake disaster. 
For its part, the govern­ 
ment did not take the Hughes’ 
worry seriously. It claims the 
Nevada test site is geological­ 
ly sound and the risk of large 
tremors is “minimal.” The 
government is eternally op­ 
timistic in these m atters. 
Through the years it has dis­ 
count«! virtually every con­ 
cern raised by the foes of 


nuclear weapons. 
And to date, according to 
test-site publicist David 
Miller, the government has 
been largely correct in its op­ 
timism. Despite all the things 
that could have gone wrong 
here in 26 years. Miller says 
very few things have. There 
have been about 18 radiation 
leaks beyond the reservation, 
and $33,000 damage to area 
homes, but “no fatalities.” 
Not even the range animals 
have su ffered from the 
testing, says Miller. There are 
2,000 deer at the site, un­ 
counted mustangs, and a herd 
of cattle maintained by a 
“ nuclear cowboy’’ named 
John Titus. Many of the 
animals eat at will, some are 
fed radioactive food for ex­ 
perim entation, but “ none 
have died that there’s been no 
tissue change.” 
The safety record has not 
gone unnoticed locally. Area 
ranchers who once condemn­ 
ed the testing now show no 
concern. Several surrounding 
municipalities have gone on 
record as supporting the ac­ 
tivity. And Nevada’s state 
legislature has form ally 
agreed that if America wants 
a nuclear waste dump, this 
test site would be an ideal 
location. 
It’s a far cry from the days 
when the local detonations 
w ere being blam ed for 
poisoning milk. Those days still 
exist here, frozen in the form 
of hideously twisted girders 
and the rubble of demolished 
test structures. But except for 
the images, the past is past. 
When N e v a d a ’s ground 
trembles now, the world pays 
little, if any, mind. 


DENVER (UPI) - Ralph 
Cunningham, a 77-year-old 
jew eler, was back fixing 
watches again Wednesday, 
even though earlier this week 
he was robbed, knocked to the 
floor and kicked in the face. 
Cunningham is no stranger to 
violence. He has been robbed 
37 times in the past 23 years 
The last robbery came Mon­ 
day, even though a trained 
guard dog slept in a family car 
outside the shop and police sat 
in a patrol car across the street.

burglarized twice. 
But he returns to work every 
time. 
“This is my livelihood,” he 
said at his store in downtown 
Denver. “I have work to do 
I’m not thinking about the 
future. The only way I can be 
accurate is to think about the 
past.” 
Cunningham has installed 


bars on his windows, a burglar 
alarm system, a sophisticated 
tear-gas device and a trained 
guar d dog. 
The dog, a 
Doberman pinscher named 
Solomon, was sleeping in the 
family car during the latest 
robbery. 


“We’ve made too much of a 
pet of him,’’ admitted Mrs. 
R.D. Frey, 79. Cunningham’s 
sister. “He likes to sleep on the 
soft cushions in the car.” 


Cunningham, who keeps only 
costume jewelry and cheap 
watchbands on hand because he 
cannot get insurance, said the 
alarms have helped a little. 
Police also know the shop’s ad­ 
dress by heart and have no trou­ 
ble responding to a call for help^
